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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it 
MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

• Canceled non-elected claims 16, 17 (election without traverse). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

Claims 1-15 are allowed because the prior art of record neither anticipates 
nor renders obvious the limitations of the base claim 1 of a Group-Ill nitride 
semiconductor multilayer structure particularly with an AlxGa1-xN (0<x<1) buffer 
layer which is provided on the substrate and has a columnar or island-like crystal 
structure; and an AlxlnyGa1-x-yN (0<x<1, 0<y<1, (0<x + y^1)) single-crystal layer 
provided on the buffer layer 12, wherein the substrate has, on its surface, non- 
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periodically distributed scratches having an average depth of 0.01 to 5 um in 
combination with other elements of the claim. 

The dependent claims 2-15 are allowable at least for the same reason.

• US-2003/0207125: The invention teaches related Group-Ill nitride 

semiconductor multilayer structure yet fail to teach or suggest particularly with 
an AlxGa1-xN (0<x<1 ) buffer layer which is provided on the substrate and has 
a columnar or island-like crystal structure; and an AlxlnyGa1-x-yN (0<x<1, 
0<y<1, (0<x + y<1)) single-crystal layer provided on the buffer layer 12, 
wherein the substrate has, on its surface, non-periodically distributed 
scratches having an average depth of 0.01 to 5 um as in the clamed device.
